Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Interim  Report  on 
the  Health  Services  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1941. 

Owing  to  the  continued  shortage  of  paper,  the  Minister 
of  Health  directs  that  Annual  Reports  should  contain  only 
essential  and  urgent  matters  of  public  health,  as  in  the  year 
1940. 

The  health  of  the  inhabitants  has  continued  to  be  good 
and  no  serious  increase  in  sickness  or  mortality  is  revealed. 
The  Tuberculosis  mortality,  however,  has  risen  from  0.18  per 
1,000  to  0.47  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  members  of  the 
Committee  for  their  valuable  assistance  and  support,  and  have 
pleasure  In  recording  my  grateful  thanks  to  every  member  of 
the  staffs  of  the  Health  and  other  Departments  and  to  the 
W.V.S.  Organisation  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance.

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General  Provisions  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 

Lloyd  HospitaL 

No  important  changes  have  been  made  in  the  role  assigned 
to  this  Hospital  by  the  Emergency  Medical  Service  authorities 
since  my  last  Annual  Report. 

St.  Anne's  Home* 

Convalescent  and  chronic  sick  from  big  cities  were  accom- 
modated in  this  Convalescent  Home,  but  soon  after  their 
arrival  re-evacuation  became  necessary  owing  to  the  partial 
destruction  of  the  building.  The  sudden  re-evacuation  was 
smoothly  carried  out  to  the  A.R.P.  Hostel.  The  Rest  Centre 
at  the  A.R.P.  Headquarters  and  the  W.V.S.  gave  invaluable 
help  in  this  emergency. 

The  Avenue  HospitaL 

This  Hospital  is  administered  by  the  Public  Health  Com- 
mittee of  the  East  Riding  County  Council.  There  is  a modern 
Maternity  Block. 

Infectious  Diseases  HospitaL 

This  is  maintained  by  the  Local  Authority  and  cases  are 
also  admitted  from  the  Bridlington  Rural  District  by  agreement 
with  that  Authority,  from  the  East  Riding  County  Area  if 
requested,  and  by  arrangement  from  the  Army  and  Air  Force. 

An  additional  bathroom  for  the  Staff  has  been  provided 
Improved  heating  of  the  wards  is  hoped  for  during  1942. 

STAFF.  The  nursing  staff  now  consists  of  Matron, 
Sister,  one  trained  Nurse,  two  probationers  and  one  untrained 
nurse.

There  is  no  change  in  the  arrangements  for  orthotpaedic 
treatment. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare* 

The  number  of  evacuated  children  in  this  town  is  neglig- 
ible, but  there  has  been  an  increased  number  of  mothers  and 
infants  attending  the  Centre,  namely  646  children  as  against 
574  for  1940. 

An  agreement  was  made  by  the  Council  to  pay  for  X-Ray 
photographs  of  infants  and  children  under  five  if  such  films 
were  needed  for  diagnosis.  One  case  of  achondroplastic 
dwarfism  and  one  of  dislocation  of  the  hip  were  identified  by 
this  means. 

The  Council  also  made  provision  for  the  dental  treatment 
of  children  under  five  who  attend  the  Centre. 

The  distribution  of  clothing  coupons  for  expectant  mothers 
was  carried  on  at  the  Centre  as  from  August,  1941.) 


The  National  Milk  Scheme  continued  without  change 
during  the  year. 

The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  cod  liver  oil  and  fruit 
juices  came  into  force  this  year.  These  were* distributed  at  the 
Centre  by  voluntary  workers  of  the  W.V.S.  and  for  this  work 
I wish  to  thank  them.  The  business  side  of  the  scheme  was  in 
the  hands  of  the  Food  Officer,  for  whose  co-operation  I am 
much  indebted. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation* 

On  September  30th,  1941,  it  was  estimated  that  27.7% 
of  the  child  population  under  five  years  of  age  and  36.2%  of 
children  between  five  and  fifteen  years  had  received  the  com- 
plete course  of  Immunisation.

A^R.P.  Shelters* 

Improvements  have  continued  to  be  made  on  the  Air  Raid 
Shelters.  Bunks  have  been  provided  in  twelve  shelters.  The 
shelters  are  well  ventilated  and  are  provided  with  chemical 
closets,  but  arrangements  are  in  hand  for  conversion  to  water- 
borne sanitation.  They  are  lighted  and  heated  by  electricity  ; 
considerable  destruction  was  done  to  these  fittings  by  lewd 
fellows  of  the  baser  sort.  The  cleansing  of  these  shelters  has 
been  taken  over  by  the  Sanitary  Department  as  from  August, 
1941. 


Water*

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 

of  the  Borough  of  Bridlington. 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1941,  which  is  again  an  interim  one.  The  usual  statistics 
and  records  will  be  carefully  preserved  for  consideration  at 
happier  times. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  deal  with  complaints  and 
maintain  the  proper  supervision  of  food  supplies  as  is  necessary 
these  days.  The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade 
refuse  together  with  the  organising  necessary  for  the  efficient 
collection  of  salvage  has  taken  up  a considerable  time,  but 
time  we  can  look  back  upon  with  every  satisfaction  when  we 
see  the  returns  for  salvageable  materials  that  have  been 
reclaimed  in  this  Borough  during  the  last  12  months. 

The  preparation  of  schemes  in  connection  with  Air  Raid 
Precautions  has  also  caused  much  extra  work. 

Mr.  T.  Ramsbottom,  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector, 
reached  the  age  of  65  years  on  the  12th  March,  1941,  and 
owing  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  a substitute  he  agreed  to 
continue  in  office  for  a further  period  of  12  months. 

During  this  time  two  advertisments  for  a Temporary 
Additional  Sanitary  Inspector  have  been  inserted  in  the  press. 
No  applications  were  received  in  response  to  the  first  advert- 
isement and  only  two  applications  in  response  to  the  second, 
one  was  unsuitable  and  the  other  obtained  a permanent  post 
with  another  Local  Authority. 
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The  Corporation  are  now  in  communication  with  the 
Ministry  of  Health  with  reference  to  the  recalling  of  Mr.  K. 
O.  Batten,  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector  to  this  Borough  until 
February,  1940,  when  he  was  called  up  for  service  with  the 
R.A.M.C. 

I am  very  much  indebted  to  Mr.  Ramsbottom  for  filling 
a gap  at  a very  awkward  time,  he  has  given  me  invaluable 
assistance  at  a time  when  it  has  been  most  needed. 

Inspections* 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  inspections  and  visits 
for  all  purposes  amounted  to  5272. 

Of  these  2697  were  made  in  connection  with  sanitary 
matters  : 2575  were  made  in  connection  with  food  premises.

Milk  Supply. 

23  samples  of  milk  have  been  submitted  to  the  North 
Riding  Laboratories  for  bacteriological  and  biological  exam- 
ination : all  were  found  to  be  negative  after  biological  exam- 
ination, and  in  5 samples  B.Coli.  was  present. 

Water  Supply. 

During  the  year  22  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  21  were  obtained  from  the  public 
supply  and  one  was  obtained  from  a private  supply.  All  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

There  are  15  Slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough,  but  at  the 
present  time  there  is  only  one  in  operation,  namely,  The 
Governjment  Controlled  Slaughter  House  in  Rhodena  Avenue. 

This  slaughterhouse  was  closed  down  owing  to  enemy 
action  on  the  16th  July,  1941,  and  re-opened  on  the  17th 
November,  1941. 

During  this  period  the  slaughtering  was  done  at  Driffield. 
This  accounts  for  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  being  so 
many  less  than  in  the  previous  year's  report. 
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434  visits  and  re-visits  were  imade  to  the  Government 
Controlled  Slaughterhouse  and  the  carcases  and  organs  of 
15  Bulls,  145  Cows,  378  Bullocks,  113  Heifers,  37  Calves,  3847 
Sheep,  and  466  Pigs  have  been  examined.

Offensive  Trades, 

46  visits  have  been  made  to  Knackers  Yard  and  Tripe 
boiling  premises.  16  nuisances  were  found  and  abated.

33  visits  were  made  to  shops  and  4 cases  of  inefficient 
heating  remedied. 


Factories  Act^  1937, 

Factories  have  greatly  reduced  in  number  since  the  out- 
break of  war,  340  visits  (including  visits  to  bakehouses)  have 
been  made  and  14  nuisances  found  and  abated. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919, 

Complaints  during  the  year  have  been  few  in  number 
Serious  complaints  are  referred  to  the  Rat  Officer  attached  to 
the  War  Agricultural  Colmmittee,  otherwise  local  assistance 
is  given  in  the  eradication  of  rats  and  mice. 

Infectious  Disease, 

' 18  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  notifiable  infectious 

disease. 

57  disinfections  have  been  carried  out. 
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Public  Cleansing* 

The  total  weight  of  refuse  (test  weighings)  was  5526 
tons,  1 1 cwt.  which  includes  237  tons  of  trade  refuse. 

A total  of  451  tons,  13  cwts  of  salvaged  materials  were 
collected  and  disposed  of  during  the  year.  278  tons,  10  cwts., 
2 qrs.,  consisted  of  waste  paper. 

Collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  has  been 
fairly  regular,  we  have  had  our  ups  and  downs  during  the  year 
extra  work  resulting  therefrom  has  been  undertaken  and  we 
have  got  back  to  refuse  collection,  disposal  and  salvage  work 
in  a short  space  of  time,  even  if  this  did  necessitate  calling 
for  the  refuse  in  the  evenings. 

The  four  Shelvoke  6 Drewry  Freighters  are  doing  a good 
job  of  work  and  the  Health  Committee  were  very  fortunate 
in  procuring  them  when  they  did.  The  need  for  repairs  since 
May,  1939,  has  been  almost  negligible.  The  2 years  guarantee 
expired  in  May,  1941,  and  since  that  date  the  Health  Committee 
have  been  responsible  for  what  few  repairs  have  been  carried 
out.  It  has  been  a great  advantage  to  have  a driver-mechanic 
on  the  staff. 

Trade  refuse,  which  now  principally  consists  of  waste 
paper  is  collected  with  a horse  drawn  wagon.  The  table 
shows  the  details  of  the  costs  for  the  year  ended  31st  March, 
1941,  the  last  year  for  which  figures  are  available. 

All  refuse  is  tipped  at  Fond  Brigg  Lane.  I have  not 
received  any  complaints  during  the  year  with  respect  to  tipping 
in  fact  a considerable  portion  of  the  land  that  has  been  filled  in 
with  house  refuse  is  under  cultivation  ; all  refuse  is  covered 
with  soil  within  48  hours  of  it  being  tipped. 

I have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  consideration  and  support. 

My  grateful  thanks  to  every  member  of  the  Health  and 
other  Departments  for  their  co-operation  in  matters  affecting 
my  Department.
